Why Spiders Are Hot Insect*. 

The spider is not an Insect, though 
probably nine people out of ten would 
class It under this term. With scor- 
pions and mites spiders form a class In 
tbe animal kingdom known as Aracb- 
nlda. This name is derived from a 
mythical personage called Aracbne. 
tbe daughter of a purple dyer of Lydia, 
who was fabled to have challenged 
Minerva to a trial of skill in spinning. 
So indignant was the goddess at this 
act of boldness that she forthwith 
transformed the hapless challenger 
into a spider, presumably in order that 
she might have the best possible op- 
portunity of practicing the art on 
which she prided herself so much. 

Spiders differ from insects In five 
main particulars. Their eyes are sim- 
ple Instead of compound, they have 
eight legs in place of six, they do not 
pass through tbe metamorphoses 
which are characteristic of Insects, 
they have no antenme and their 
breathing Is accomplished by means of 
organs which combine the functions of 
lungs and gills, instead of by tabes 
pervading their bodies. These points 
of distinction are sufficient to deter- 
mine the fact that It Is Impossible to 
class spiders as Insects.

New Gushers Drive Southern 
Men Oil Crazy. 



Community of Interest Plan Ex- 
tended to Nearly All Our Lines. 



A BIO BOOM nr LAND VALUES. UNDER THE 00NTE0L OF SEVEN MEN 



Wild Excitement Over Rich Discov- 
eries In Texas Fields— Trains For 

Beaumont, Center ot the Crase, 

Filled to the Utmost Limit— Great 

Dancer From Big Fires. 

The oil fever has struck New Orleans 
in earnest, and thousands of persons 
are Investing their money In hundreds 
of companies. Stock Is being sold on 
every hand, and the possibilities are 
that the next few days will find scores 
more of newly Incorporated organiza- 
tions taking the money of the Invest- 
ors. 

It Is impossible at present to sift the 
wheat from the chaff, and It will not 
be known until the excitement Is over 
how many of the companies are of the 
wildcat kind, says the New York Her- 
ald. Advertisements are all that is nec- 
essary to sell any kind of oil stock at 
this moment, and big and little Invest- 
ors are throwing their money Into the 
treasuries of those first In the field. 

Since the day the news of the Lucas 
gusher reached New Orleans, six other 
big gushers have been struck in the 
Beaumont vicinity. The second and 
third and fourth caused no end of ex- 
citement, but the striking of big wells 
Is getting to be such a common occur- 
rence that they are passing unnoticed. 

Reports from the oilfields state that 
within a month half & hundred gushers 
will be throwing oil around Beaumont 
Prices of land within a hundred miles 
of the oil center have increased from 
the value of farm property to that of 
New York real estate. Thousands of 
dollars an acre have been asked In 
many places, and the offerings are tak- 
en up as fast as they are made. Money 
seems to be plentiful, and a careful es- 
timate places the real estate transac- 
tions at hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars a week. 

Men all over the southern states are 
oil crazy. Everybody is anxious to get 
in oh the ground floor, and the railways 
are having all they can do to carry 
travelers to the Lone Star State. Ev- 
ery railway train out of New Orleans to 
Texas Is crowded with men going to 
Beaumont to look over the ground. It 
reminds the old prospectors of the days 
of Cripple Creek and other western 
points In the days of the gold strikes. 
It is a case of “Beaumont or bust” with 
everybody at present In Beaumont 
the situation Is terrible. It Is an Impos- 
sibility to secure accommodation at any 
price, and thousands of persons are go- 
ing hungry loaded down with money, 
oil stock or property deeds worth mil- 
lions. 

A new phase of the Beaumont situa- 
tion serious In Its possibilities was 
firmly met by the town council. Spec- 
ulators were beginning to set up bor- 
ing rings within the city limits. The 
striking of a gusher would have meant 
the inundation of the city with oil. 
Once on fire, Beaumont would have 
been another Pompeii. 

Sensible of the danger to property 
and life, to say nothing of the possibil- 
ity of finding oil beneath public edi- 
fices or In other . Inconvenient places, 
the council promptly prohibited boring 
of oil wells within the corporate lim- 
its. Crafty borers sought to dodge the 
prohibition by applying for permission 
to bore for artesian wells, but the coun- 
cil turned all such applications down. 

A disappointed borer proposes to es- 
tablish a company to pave the streets 
and line the exteriors of the houses 
with asbestus. Of the many corpora- 
tions Interested in the oil business, sev- 
eral are of immense proportions. A 
New Orleans concern was' formed re- 
cently with a capital stock of $10,000,- 
000. Prominent men are behind the 
concern, and it holds options on sev- 
eral valuable tracts of land. The en- 
tire $10,000,000 of stock was taken, and 
20 per cent of the money has been sub- 
scribed. The stock Is already held at 
par, and It Is Impossible to buy at that 
figure. Stocks that sold a few days 
ago for 10 cents a $1 share are worth 
five times that price. 

Companies with capital stocks of 
$50,000 and up to millions are catching 
the dollars of the small Investors. For- 
tunes will be made In New Orleans In 
oil stocks within the next few months, 
and fortunes may be lost. Several 
stocks have already been listed on the 
Stock Exchange, and the trading in 
them has been remarkable. 

OUR QUAIL FOR SWEDEN. 

Over 6,000 American Birds to Be 
Shipped Thla Spring. 

Consul Nelson, at Bergen, reports to 
the state department at Washington 
that the import of American quail into 
Sweden by Count Claes Lewenhaupt 
of Fosstorjo has awakened lively In- 
terest. More than 5,000 quail, repre- 
senting a sum of about $3,500, have 
been ordered for the spring, and still 
more orders are expected. The birds 
will be sent in cages, 50 In each cage, 
constructed especially for this purpose. 

The small lot of American quail 
which was set free on Count Lewen- 
haupt’s estate at Claestorp last spring 
has endured the winter very well, and 
It appears that Sweden has good pros- 
pects of an Increase In its game birds. 

New Cattle Food. 

The experiments that have been con- 
ducted at Rocky Ford, near Denver, 
to determine the question of using beet 
sugar pulp as a fattening food for live 
stock have proved highly satisfactory, } 
says the Denver Post. .

Plan to Organise a $90,000,000 Com- 
bination. 

John I. Sabin, president of the Pa- 
cific States Telephone and Telegraph 
company, is In New York concluding 
negotiations for the organization of a 
$00,000,000 telephone trust, according 
to Information which came from San 
Francisco the other night, says a Chi- 
cago dispatch to the Philadelphia Press. 

It Is said that Mr. Sabin Is to be the 
president of a telephone combination 
which will not only control the compa- 
nies which operate In all the large cit- 
ies, but will take the active manage- 
ment of their affairs out of the hands 
of local officers and operate the vari- 
ous companies as branches of the trust 

The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company Is understood to have 
controlling Interest In the stocks of the 
telephone companies In Chicago, New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, Buffalo, St 
Louis, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Denver, 
Duluth, St Paul, Minneapolis, Milwau- 
kee, Detroit and scores of other cities. 
The new trust It is estimated, will 
own 1,901,000 miles of wire, connecting 
801,000 telephones.

HER COSTLIEST WAR. 

Ragland Has Already Spent $750,- 

000,000 la Fighting the Boers. 

When the English budget was Intro- 
duced, somebody said that every Boer 
killed had cost $5,000. The estimate 
j was generally accepted and commented 
upon without examination. The truth 
j is, as a moment’s reflection will show, 
that the figure is ridiculously low, says 
the New York Journal The British 
have certainly not killed 10,000 Boers. 
It Is doubtful whether they have killed 
5,000. If it has cost them $750,000,000 
to kill 10,000 Boers, that Is $75,000 per 
Boer; If only 5,000 have been disposed 
of, the butcher's bill amounts to $150,- 

000 apiece. 

There were less than 40,000 Boer 
families In the two republics when the 
war began. England could have given 
every family $20,000 to keep quiet 
without spending any more than she 
has paid for fighting. The Boer repub- 
; lies, whose combined population Is less 
than that of Detroit or Milwaukee, 
have given the British empire the most 
; costly war It has ever had In Its whole 
history In the same space of time. 

England Is borrowing $300,000,000 to 
pay a mere Installment of the cost of 
the Boer war. The British national 
debt practically began In the reign of 
William III, and the entire amount 
borrowed in that reign, Including the 
support of an eight years’ war with 
France, was $00,000,000. The ten years’ 
war of the Spanish succession added 
$115,000,000 to the British national 
debt 

; The nine years of war from the be- 
ginning of hostilities with Spain In 1739 
to the end of the general war of the 
‘ Austrian succession In 1748 called for 
borrowings to the amount of $145,000,- 
000. The great Seven Years' war In- 
volved $290,000,000 of new debt. The 
eight years’ war of the American Rev- 
olution, Including wars with France, 
Spain and Holland, required loans to 
the amount of $580,000,000. The great- 
est amount borrowed by Great Britain 
In any one year In the wars of the 
French revolution was $150,000,000, in 
1795, repeated in 1797. The greatest 
amount borrowed in any one year dur- 
ing the Napoleonic wars was $198,000,- 
000, In 1813. The Crimean war of three 
years Increased the national debt by 
$195,000,000. 

The Boer war has lasted a year and a 
half. In that time England has had to 
borrow more than Rhe ever borrowed 
In any two years of any other war In 
her history. Moreover, she has spent 
more than we spent In our civil war 
In the same length of time. Onr most 
j expensive year was the fiscal year 
| 1865, when we bad over a million sol- 

1 diers under arms. In that year oar 
war expenses, military and naval, were 
nominally $1,153, 307, 83T.13, but as they 
were paid In depreciated paper, whose 
average value was 49% cents on the 
dollar, the actual gold cost of the war 
for the year was $570,887,377.89. Eng- 
land has paid OTer $750,000,000 In gold 

! for a year and a half of Boer fighting 
I and expects to pay a billion before the 
job Is over.

ROOSEVELT’S TROPHIES. 

| Skins of Wild Beasts the Vice Presi- 
dent Shot Ont In Colorado. 

The trophies brought back from his 
* hunting trip In the Rocky mountains 
by Vice President Roosevelt were re- 
ceived the other day at a taxidermist’s 
establishment In New York, and al- 
ready the skins of the animals shot 
are dressed and ready to be mounted. 
The collection comprises 12 Rocky 
mountain lions of unusual size, says the 
New York Sun. One of these skins Is 
8% feet long and 6 feet 2 inches broad. 
Lorillard Delancey, into whose charge 
the work was put, says that the lar- 
gest of the lion skins exceeds in size 
any ever before sent to the establish- 
ment. 

The skulls of the animals have been 
preserved and will be mounted with 
j the skins when they are eventually 
! made Into rugs. Some of the skins 
bear evidence to the vice president’s 
difficulty In getting them. On a part 
of one skin the fur has been tom away 
by some pitch on which the lion fell 
after It was shot. This particular 
beast was concealed In a ledge beneath 
a precipice, and In order to get within 
range the vice president was held by 
the feet by his guide, John Goff, and 
had to take aim In this way. The ani- 
mal rolled against a tree covered with 
pitch, which tore away part of the fur. 
In another skin Is the slit made by the 
vice president’s knife when he had to 
stab the lioness to kill her after she 
had been shot and was still struggling. 

In addition to the 12 lion skins, there 
are five skins of lynxes, which are also 
to be made Into mgs. All the skins 
were sent a few weeks ago from Meek- 
er, Colo., by John Goff. 

A Two Ton Bonqnet. 

The big bouquet for Mrs. McKinley, 
to be given her when she visits San 
Jose on the president’s transcontinental 
trip, It has been decided, will be more 
than 100 feet In circumference and will 
require abont two tons of blossoms, 
says the San Francisco Call These 
will all be contributed, and special 
committees are making efforts to have 
all the different varieties of blossoms 
and leaves of plants in the country In 
the structure. There are now promised 
about 500 pounds of flowers, and it 
will require no effort to obtain the re- 
mainder necessary.
